A flight has recently been made 
from London to Paris and back, dur- 
ing which, for two consecutive hours, 
the pilot was enabled to depend en- 
tirely upon an automatic mechanical 
control fot everything but the actual 
direction by means of the steering |

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More recently a French inventor 
has produced a mechanical pilot by! 
means of which all control except the! 
actual steering is done either auto- 
matically or by readily made adjust- 
ments. The device has attracted a 
great deal of attention in England, 
where ‘elaborate tests are being made 
at both government and private aero- 
dromes. This machine is so arrang- 
ed that the pilot can retain personal | 
control of the ailerons and elevator, 
as well as of the engine plant and 
rudder, as long as. he likes, and also! 
‘has the means, wheneyer he desires 
to turn over to the automatic system 
the control of: the ailerons and eleva- 
tor simultaneously, or of the ailerons 
alone—but not the elevator alone— 
and in addition he can cut. out both 
automatic controls, and use indicators 
that are installed on the dashboard 
of the airplane cockpit as an index as 
regards horizontality. It is more 
than a means of relieving the pilot 
from fatigue, for, when flying through 
clouds or fog he need no longer fear 
that he‘is “banking” unintentionally, 
while for landing, the control can be 
set so that the machine will descend 
at a predetermined angle, thus remov- 
ing one of the dangers of night flying.

months? aniounted to $2,500,000, 
whereas the dairy farmers of the

The demand for daylight saving 
however, is most insistent in East- 
ern Canada and the Eastern States 
and for every insistent demand there 
is usually a real reason. The reason 
apparently is, that the so-callea 
standard time in force in the area 
in question varies considerably from 
the mean sun time upon which the 
actual length and intensity of day- 
light is based. Standard time is a 
convenient artifice established in ord: 
er to secure uniform time for neigh. 
boring communities or nig he 
sun is: travelling from East to West 
and the noon hour originally travel- 
_led with it, but it was found: advie- 
able to fix definite areas in which 
the noon hour and other hours 
should remain the same for the con- 
venience of the operation of rail- 
roads and telegraphs and the trans- 
action of business wherein contracts 
involved definite time limits. 

Such standard time was adopted 
for the United States in 1883 on the 
initiative ‘of the American Railway 
Association, and as the time of the 
civilized world is by general consent 
based on Greenwich, England, the 
meridians selected for the division 
of the various standards. were fixed 
at the 60th, 75th, 90th, 105th and 
120th degrees west of Greenwich. 
Atlantic standard time theoretically 
extended from the 60th to the 75th 
meridian and*Eastern standard time 
from the 75th to the 90th meridian; 
Central standard time from the 90th 
to 105th; Mountain standard time 
from the 105th to 120th, west of 
» which was Pacific standard time. 
These times were adopted by law 
4n a number of the individual States, 
but ‘municipalities have not all fol- 
lowed suit as public sentiment and 
habits: proved more potent factors in 
fixing the time standards for locali- 
ties than have State Statutes. : 

Prince Edward Island and. Nova 
“Scotia, on the Eastern boundary of 
Atlantic time zone, have used that 
time for thirty years or more, but 
it was not. until 1903 that New 
Brunswick, which was in closer con- 
tact with the New England States, 
finally by Act of its. legislature 
adopted Atlantic standard time of- 
ficially for that Province. 

The situation was © complicated, 
particularly in the [astern States 
and Eastern Canada, by the rail- 
ways themselves, where in actual 
‘ practice it was found necessary to 
fix the time-breaking zones at ter- 
minals or division points. As branch
